Thirteen Persons Injured but No One 
Reported Killed. 


THE CARS ROLL DOWN AN EMBANK- 
MENT AND ARE BURNED. 


Two Day Coaches, a Chair Car and a 
Sleeper Burned at the Scene of ths 
Accident—The Engine Passed Over the 
Defective Track in Safety, But the 
Followers Were Not So Fortunate. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 1.—Train No. 51, 
in charge of Conductor Whitesides and En- 
gineer Eggleston, with engine 645, which 
left Little Rock at 38 a. m., with 
a full complement of passengers, met 
with a frightful accident at 6:50 this morning 
one mile north of Hope, Ark., by which 
probably twenty people were injured, some 
of them seriously, if not fatally. The acci- 
dent was caused by a broken rail, 

The train consisted of one mail car, one 
express car, one baggage car, two day 
cbaches, one? chair car and the sleeping 
car Chickasaw. 

When the train struck the broken rail it 
Was going at rull speed and left the track. 
The two day coaches, the chair-car and the 
sleeper Chickasaw caught fire from the over- 
turned stoves and lamps and were totally 
consumed. 

The baggage car was partly burned, but 
allthe baggage was saved, as well as all the 
outfit in the Pullman. 

The report of the wreck was at once tele- 
graphed here, and aid asked for, but after 
the first dispatch was received communica- 
tion was interrupted by the burning of 
a telegraph pole near the wreck, 
which felland broke the wires. Connection 
was restored at 1 p. m., but at that hour it 
was impossible to get a list of the names of 
the people who were hurt. 

Engine 660, with Conductor Dodge, left 
with Trainmaster Green, leaving Little Rock 
at 8:80 a. m., and picked up physicians at 
Malvern, Arkadelphia and Prescott. There 
were three physicians who left Texarkana at 
7:40 a. m. on regular passenger train 54. 

As soon asthe derailed cars left the ties 
over which they dragged for sume distance, 
they rolled over an embankment on the 
west side of the track and piled upin a mass. 

Those who had escaped injury managed 

to get clear of the wreck and at once turned 
their attention to helping the unfortunates. 
Word was carried to Hope and 
the people of the town flocked 
to the scene of the calamity 
and rendered timely aid to the injured, some 
of whom were caught by the broken cars and 
‘were in danger of being cremated by the 
flames. 
. The injured passengers were taken to Hope 
and made as comfortable as possible, the 
local physicians doing all in their power to 
alleviate their sufferings. Among the most 
seriously hurtis J. L. Milis, editor of the 
Hope Gazette. 

The railway officials here claim that noone 
was killed and that the number of injured 1s 
thirteen. No list of the names can be ob- 
tained in this city this afternoon. The wreck 
delayed all trains five hours. 

The fear is expressed here that the full ex- 
tent of the calamity has not been reported. 
It seems impossible that three passenger 
carsanda sleeper could be thrown overan 
embankment and burned without some loss 
of life. 

Although wire communication has been re- 

* gtored with Hope, the only telegraph office 
there is in control of the railway, and so far 
it has been impossible to get the particulars 
of the accident.

INAUGURATION PARADE. 


Arrangements for the Grand March Are 
' Now Completed. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 1.—Marshal 
Martin F. McMahon, who has charge of the 
preliminary arrangements for the parade 


ot military and civic organizations at the 


inaugural ceremonies on Saturday next has 
announced the order and line of march. 

The first brigade, first division, consisting 
of United States forces, will assemble in in- 
verted order at 10:20 a. m. 

The Grand Marshal will take post on Exec- 
utive avenue at its Junction with Pennsylva- 
nia avenue. His staff, special aids leading, 
will be formed in column of sections of twelve 
each at 10:30 a. m. 

The President having been received with 
proper honors, the first brigade will form 


companies, artillery and cavalry in column 
of platoons. The leading brigade will at 
once move forward, followed in order by the 
Grand Marshal and staff, the President, the 
President-elect, the Vice- President-elect and 
the Senate Committee of Arrangements, 
members of the Cabinet, the Major-General 
commanding the army, the senior Admiral 
of the navy, followed by the second brigade. 
In this formation the division will escort the 
President to the Capitol. 

The second division, consisting of the 


-Pennsylyania National Guard, will assemble 


by brigades, inclose colymn of companies, 
at 12 m., on Maryland avenue northeast and 
A street northeast, head of column resting at 
First street east. 

The third division, consisting of the Na- 
tional Guard organizations of other States, 
preceded by their respective Governors and 
staffs, the whole arranged from front to 
rear in the order of the States’ adoption of 
the Constitution and admission to the 
Union, will assemble by brigades in close 
column of companies at 12 m. on East Cap- 
itol street, with head of column resting on 
First street east. 

The fourth diviston, consisting of organi- 
zations as follows: Grand Army of the Re- 
public, Union Veteran Legion, Union Vet- 
erans’ Union and Medal of Honor Legion, will 
assemble by brigades in close column of com- 
panies at12m.on B street southeast, with 
head of colum resting on First street east. 

At the conclusion ofthe inaugural address 
one gun will be fired, at which signal division 


commanders of the first grand division will 


bring their commands to attentlon. 

Each of the divisions, inthe order of its 
numerical designation, will take up the 
march as its head is cleared by the rear of 
the division which precedes it. 

The column will march west on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue to Washington Circle. Organ- 
izations quartered south of Pennsylvania 
avenue will enter the circle to the left and 
withont changing formation will march 
south on Twenty-third street and return to 
their respective quarters. Organizations 
quartered north of Pennsylvania avenue 
will enter the circle to the right and turn 
north into New Hampshire avenue, 

The column will be reviewed by the Presi- 
dent froma stand marked by the national 
flag on the south side of Pennsylvania ave. 
nue, immediately in front ot the executive 
mansion. ; 

Military organizations will maren in close 
column of companies, with not less than 
twenty-four files front. The companies of 
regiments and battalions will be equalized 
before moving to place in column. No or- 
ganization will be permitted to execute any 
change of formation during the march. 

All civic organizations will march in sec- 
tions of sixteen or more. No organization 
will be permitted to march withless front 
than sixteen, and the distance between sec- 
tions Must not in any case exceed sixteen 
feet. 


THE NEW YORK CONTINGENT.

YEAS TOO FEW 


Hatch Failed to Muster a Two- 
Thirds Vote for Anti-Option. 


His Pet Measure Defeated in the 
House To-Day. 


IT HAD A MAJORITY OF FIFTY-ONE, 
BUT THAT WAS NOT ENOUGH. 


Opponents Tried to Delay a Vote, But 
Their Skill Was Not Equal to the 
Tasx— A Short Debate on Mr. Hatch’s 
Motion to Ooncur in Senate Amend- 
ments—The Bill’s Author Indignant 
Over Charges. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., March 1.—Fearing some 
scheme to progress the anti-option bill in 
the House to-day, Mr. Kilgore at the opening 
adopted dilatory tactics. At length, on 
motion of Mr. Herbert, the Senate 
amendments to the naval appropriation 
bill were non-concurredin. Then Mr. Hatch 
moved to suspend the rules and concur in 
Senate amendments to the bill to prohibit 
trading in options, but Mr. Breckinridge 
of Arkansas raised a point of order in behalf 
of the Sibley tent bin. 

The speaker overruled the point of order 
and Mr. Johnson (Ohio) demanded a second 
on Hatch’s motion. The demand was sec- 
oned, 163 to 7. The opponents of the meas- 
ure, asa rule, declined to vote and was 
more than half an hour before Mr. 
Hatch was able to muster a quorum. The 
half hour’s debate on the bill was then en- 
tered upon. 

He 
denied vigorousiy a suggestion that he had 
not been vigilant in pressing the bill. He 
had pressed it on every occasion. His 
work was ended. He had stood by 
this measure as loyally, as truly as 


he had ever done to anyconviction of his 
manhood. Now, it was with the representa- 
tives ofthe people of America. Let them 

make their own record. Buc assures as 
the world existed, this proposition could not 

be defeated to-day. might be 
delayed, but it was as sure to coms from the 
demand of the peonle as the sun was to rise 
and set every twenty-four hours.

FIGHTING JUDGE EDMUNDS. 


Attorneys Imaugurate War on HisStrict 
System. 

The Four Courts attorneys have declared 

war on Judge Edmunds of the Crim- 

inal Court. The first case in which 

they have showed their teeth 


is that of Solomon Schwartzmann, cltiarged 
with assault in October last, on Ida 
America, aged 9 years, living at 1118 
Wash street, which was set for 
trial to-day, and in which the attorneys 
forced the Courtto grant a continuance.

They came into 
court and offered to enter a plea ofr 
guilty, provided a sentence of five years in 
penitentiary was given their 
Judge Edmunds refused to accept 
compromise, and insisted on the 
case being tried on its merits. 
Schwartman’s attorneys then filed a 
motion for the apppointment of 
a’ provisional judge on the ground 
that Judge Edmunds was preju- 
diced in not accepting the plea 
of gulity with the five-years clause attached. 
This left the court no, alternative but 
to grant the motion, a he appointed 
Judge James F. Green to try tue case, 
which was reset to be tried Feb. 27. 
When the case was called for trial Feb. 27, 
Judge Green was prevailed upon to grant a 
continuance until to-day, March 1. The 
Court did not notice in granting the 
continuance the ruse the attorneys were 
working. When the case came up to-day an- 
other continuance was asked. Judge Green 
was inclined to refuse, but soon found that 
he was not ina position todoso. Ifhe re- 
fused to grant the continuance and 
forced the case totrial, Schwarzmann’s at- 
torneys would avail themselves of the 
law giving them forty-eight hours in 
which to select a jury. 
carry the case over 
This term ‘of court 
Saturday and if the trial of the case was 
begun the court might find itself 
in the position of being caught atthe end of 
the term with the case unfinished. Judge 
Green was therefore forced to continue 
the case which goes over until March 
28. Judge Green announced, however, 
that he would not be bound in the case by 
any recommendations from the state. 
Schwartzmann’s parents were in court 
to-day and the meeting between 
themandtheir son was very affecting, his 
mother weeping bitterly.

would make no oppogition to any decision 
that might be rend All the Queen's 
Commissioner asks is hat the United States 
Government shall f understand the con- 
dition of affairs befor King final action. 

It is believed by Senators that the 
annexation of Ha will be the ultimate 
result of the present itation. This step, 
however, they say, sh@uld not be taken unc il 
the situation has be carefully canvassed. 
It is predicted that if conservative course 
be followed the anne ion of the islands can 
be accomplished on th basis of a new agree - 
ment which, while différing materially from 
that now pending, wo@d really contain no 
more important con fons or. the part of 
the United States. 

The question of the appointment of a com- 
mission has been mu discussed at the 
capital. Opponents offf_fte treaty realize that 
if President Harrison were authorized to ap- 
point a commission a 9 in it would be 
selected from men favoring the policy of the 
present Administration. But to wait until 
both Houses of Congress assemble might en- 
tail a delay of months. It is suggested, 
therefore, that a spe@ial committee of the 
Senate, which assembles March 4, be sent to 
the Islands to investigate the situation and 
report as speedily as possible. A majority of 
the committee would be Democrats, and the 
Queen’s representatives are confident that 
their conclusions would be satisfactory. 

The Democratic Senators who are man- 
aging the fight against the treaty declare 
that forty-two votes are pledged against the 
ratification of the convention. If these fig- 
ures can be relied upon, thetreaty could be 
rejected upon a formal ballot. A much 
smaller ballot would suffice even for this 
purpose, while underthe rules of the Sen- 
ate three or four determined men can at this 
stage of the session prevent the adoption of 
any measure in executive session. So much 
important business is now pressing that time 
for the deliberate consideration of matters in 
executive session is grudgingly conceded, 
and it would require very Uttle effort on the 
part of the opponents of the treaty to con- 
sume in long speeches whatever time might 
be allowed. : 

Many of the Oppum ot the pending 
treaty favor the estahbliehment of a pro- 
tectorate. Though annexation is probably a 
more popular policy, itis urged by some of 
the ablest men in the Senate that the early 
establishment of a government in sympathy 
with the majority of the voters of the islands 
would be a wise step. Such government 
could be rendered as firm and permanent as 
desired by extending it to the limited protec- 
tion of the United States. 

The Senate Foreign‘ ommittee has declined 
to hear any statements from Commissioner 
Neumann or from any one else regarding the 
recent revolution in Hawaii and the part 
borne in it by the representatives of the 
United States, but the Queen’s envoy has 
been enabled to make an informal statement 
of his case to a score or more prominent Sen. 
ators. Mr. Neumann Delieves that the Sen- 
ate will take no action upon the treaty at the 
present session.

Recorder James L. Carlisle has brought a 
hornet’s nest about his ears by the partisan 
stand he has taken in favorof Mr. Bern- 
heimer. The power wielded by the Recorder

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THEY MAY STRIKE 


Marble Polishers Present Their Demands 
to the Bosses. 


There were no marble polishers on hand 
this morning whenthe various marble man- 
ufacturers opened their places of busi- 
ness. The reason was that the polishers 
have wearied of working ten hours for 
what they consider insufficient pay, and 
have calied a halt for deliberation. Two 
weeks ago this step was decided upon at the 
meeting of the Marble Polishers’ Union, and 
a resolution was passed deciaring Mareh 1a 
holiday and stipulating further that unless 
the employers should accede to the 
demands of the mena strike would be or- 
dered. The proprietors of the marble finish- 
ing establishments have thus far failed to 
pay any attention to the wishes of the men, 
and this morning the polishers de- 
cided to hold a meeting at 2 o’clock 
to take some decisive steps. Although 
marble polishing is an important industry 
the craft is nota numerous one. There are 
only about sixty polishers in the union, 
which is a distinct organization from tne 
Marble Outters’ and Setters’ Union. The 
latter body has more members and is de- 
pendent to some extent upon the polishers, 
as the marbie has to be polished 
before it is cut and set, and 
a determined strike ofthe Marble Polishers’ 
Union would probably involve all the marble 
workers. The grievance of the disgruntled 
polishers is of a dual nature. Heretofore 
they have been paid §2, $2.25 and $2.50for a 
ten-hour day’s work. They demand only 
two scales of wages, 52.25 and §$2.50, 
and a reduction of time from ten 
to nine hours. They contend that theirs is 
skilled labor of a high order and that the 
remuneration is at present inadequate for 
that class of work. 

AT PICKEL’S PLACE. 

At the marble works of the Pickel Marple 
and Granite Co., 1901 North Broadway, 
twenty-five of the sixty polishers 
are employed. They told Wm. Pickel, 
President of the company, some 
time ago that they wanted a different sca le 
of wages and shorter hours, but he decline d 
to make the change and so he had no polish- 
ing done to-day. Mr. Pickel’s name was 
suggestive this morning both of the fix in 
which he found himself and of his temper. 
The trouble had made him very sour, and 
he refused to tell a Post-DiSPATOH 
reporter anything about the affair or to let 
him talk with the cutters and setters at work 
in his shop. He said the public and the news- 

pers were not concerned and expressed his 

isapproval of the way newspapers are con- 
ductedin this age. The men say this is 
characteristic of the man, andis one of the 
reasons that they can’t get along. 

It is not thought that the course of the pole 
ishers will seriously interfere with the work 
on the new City Hall, unless it should result 
ina protracted strike, as there is a large 
quantity of marble already polished on hand. 

The Executive Committee of the Union 
waited upon the manufacturers to-day 

their final answer to 
demand, but had not 
1388 at the unton’s rooms at 2:30 o’clock. 
If the answer is unfavorable the men will not 
return to work, The bed-rubbers and gaw- 
yers are included with the polishers, which 
will make the number of men out of work 
about 100.

_ QTHER INTERESTING ADDRESSES aT 


THE SECOND DAY’S SESSION. 


Thermal Storage for Central Stations 
Treated by Mr. Forbes—L. B. Still- 
‘well of Pittsburg on “Power Trans- 
mission From the Economic Stand- 
point’’—Other Papers Read To- Day. 

It was fully midnight before the delegates 


to the National Electric Light Association re- 
turned from the visit to the installations of 


ot the Missouri and Municipal Electric Light 


Cos. and the power plant of the Union Depot 
Railroad Co., and consequently the associa- 
tion was late in comingtogether. It was, 
therefore, 10:30 before the convention was 
called to order, but at that hour the con- 
vention hall was well filled. While waiting 
for the delegates to assemble, parties were 
grouped about the hall discussing matters 
relating to electricity, and quite a party 
had gathered around Prof. George Forbes of 
London and questioned him with interest 
concerning the state of electrical science in 
England and on the Continent. The foreign 
work, he said, was substantial and perma- 
nent, and in some respects they were some- 
what ahead of their co-laborers {in § America. 
PROF. FORBES’ ADDRESS. 

President Ayer dropped his gavel, and after 
a brief announcement that delegates would 
do well to get their railroad certificates re- 
vised, Prof. Forbes was introduced. He was 
received with a hearty round of applause. 
Prof. Forbes’ paper was on Thermal Stor- 
age for Central stations. It was somewhat 
long, but was plain, straightforward and 
was listened to with the closest attention. 
Very greatly abstracted it is as follows: 

It has long been evident that storage of 
some kind might lead to great economy in 
central station work. The reason is that the 
demand for light hasin most cities a maxi- 
mum for only two or three hours of the day— 
requiring the plant to lie idle the rest of the 
day. The defect is gotten over to some ex- 


tent by having engines of small power to 


carry the day load. Storage batteries have 
been thought to be a means of overcoming 
the trouble; they have proved so, but at an 
enormous capital expenditure in storage 
batteries, with a loss of 20 deg. inthe energy 
given tothe batteries. 

In a hilly country the engines could be 
working all the twenty-four hours by pump- 
ing water toa high reservoir, and the water 
could be conducted to turbines that would 
run dynamos. During the day time the 
reservoir is being filled, and during the even- 
lug is beingemptied. But these advantages 
do not exist everywhere; and Prof. Forbes 
explained at very great length the scheme 
invented by Mr. Drewitt Halpin of England. 
He proposes boilers only of the average 
capacity, andto work them day and night; 
and at times of light load the steam 
is carried through pipes into large 
iron reservoirs of cheap construction, 
and is used to heat up the water in the reser- 
voirstoa high temperature and pressure. 
When the heavy demand comes on in the 
evening steam is drawn from the reservoirs. 
The losses of heat from radiation from the 
reservoir can be made very small; in fact, 
quite imperceptible. 

This is the general scheme of this plan, but 
there are advantages not apparent at first 
sight. Purer water is applfed tothe boilers. 
Another isthatthere is no priming in the 
boilers, as the steam is supplied to the en- 
gines from the reservoirs. And the adoption 
ofthe plan would not reduce the number of 
boilers required but doubles the capacity of 
each boiler. 

Prof. Forbes produced figures showing the 
reduced cost of installing one of the thermal 
storage plants as remarkably below that of 
existing plants, with a considerable balance 
in its favor on the score of annual charges. 

Mr. Forbes conciuded his paper amid very 
general and hearty applause. He made 
statements with reference to the burning 
of ‘‘garbage,’’ which created a marked im- 

ression, and were almost sensationa! ino 
heir effect. He was questioned as tothe 
amount of work this refuse [would 
do, and he said that experience had shown 
that some thirty pounds of refuse would 
yield the equivalent of about five pounds of 


coal. 
THE FORBES PAPER DISCUSSED. 

The President called upon Dr. Louis Bell 
of Boston to open the discussion 
on Prof. Forbes’ paper. The doctor 
said that electricians were fully allve to some 
kind of storage; his own opinion was in 
favor of the practicability of the storage of 
water power. His mind was not made up 
concerning thermal storage. but he was pro- 
foundly impressed with the, claims made by 
Prof. Forbes in behalf of the“ Halpin scheme 
of storage. 

In reply toa query, Prof. Forbes said that 
the Halpin scheme had not been put into op- 
eration—the patents having only lately been 
granted. Buta plant is soon to de installed 
at Wolverhampton, where, also, the ‘‘uti- 
lizers’’ were to be employed. 

Storage batteries were mentioned. Some 

— eg had 
spoken disparagingly of such, but the latter 
disciaimed such a view of storage batteries. 
On the other side the storage battery was 
largely used, but here it seemed to be in great 
disrepute and he wondered why American 
experience was sO much against such a form 
of storage. 

Questions were fired at Prof. Forbes from 
all quarters, and he replied promptly and 
interestingly and in a manner that capti- 
vated the association. Prof. Forbes made a 
most charming impression. 

The debate continued until 12:20, when, 
owing to the lateness of the hour, the asso- 
ciation adjourned, leaving unread the two 
other papers assigned to the forenoon.

But the * factors largely depend upon 
results of experience in the operation of 
—— sufficiently similar to make inference 
rom one case to the other fairly safe, and 
accurate data relating to such experience is 
at the present time very difficult to obtain, 
and the object ofthe paper was merely to 
bring together the various items of expense 
in such installations and to §suggest to the 
members of this association to provide from 
their experience the data concerning the 
economics of central station operation and 
the distribution of light and energy for light 
and power purposes as will be of value in 
judging ofthe practicability of the thou- 
sands of projects of this description 
which will be under consideration within 
the nextten years, so that the association 
may compare, analyze and arrange this in- 
formation in such a way asjto make its appli- 
cation to a new project direct and reasonably 
conclusive. By this means failure in ven- 
turesofthis kind may be avoided. The 
problem is complex, and unless we have 
some definite and progressive method of 
analysis, it Is practically impossible 
with refereece to a specificC case to ar- 
rive at conclusions in which all will concur, 

The essayist then catalogued the items 
concerning which data should be gathered 
and concluded by remarking that the evolu- 
tion of apparatus adapted tothe utilizing of 
vast amounts of power in the form of water 
now wasted has reached sucha stage as to 
make the question a most vitalone, and to 
make exceedingly manifest the importance 
of information relating to the comparative 
cost of steam and electric plants nowin op- 
eration. 

The afternoon session of the Electrical Con- 
vention was opened at 2:30 o’elock yesterday 
by a paper from Capt. William Brophy of 
Boston on the subject of Relation of Insur- 
ance to Electricity and Power.“ 

M. J. Hammer of New Yorkj spoke of the 
antagonism between the underwriters and 
the electricians and said that the electricians 
would certainly not submit to being dictated 
to by the undrewriters. 

R. H. Sterling ot Denver,Colo.,read a paper 
on the Alternating System. This was 
most thoroughly discussed and the conven- 
tion did not adjourn until 5 o’clock when 
most of the delegates wenton a tour of the 
St. Louls electric plants. 


TOUR OF INSPECTION. 


Ne 


Convention Delegates Very Much Pleased 
With the Westinghouse System. 


The visitof the delegates tothe different 
local central stations of electric lighting, 
which was made last night, proved undoubt- 
edly the most interesting proceeding of the 
entire convention froma practical point of 
view. All the lectures and scientific discus- 
sions, goodas they are, cannot make the 


sime impression upon the Central Station 
man, as going around the different stations 
inspecting the different plants, the various 
systems, the apparatus, its construction, its 
operation, etc. 

In this respect St. Louis is a place particu- 
larly suitable for such a test of comparison, 
for the simple reason that every 
known system of electric lighting ap- 
paratus is represented here. That the 
delegates appreciated this fact 
andthat they thoroughly enjoyed their 
trip became soon manifest afterthey had 
all returned to the southern, because this 
visit and its impressions were the subjects 
of conversation throughout the evening. 

In this respect one thing becamevery patent 
to the observer and that was that this tour of 
inspection elicited the general verdict that 
the plant of the Missouri Blectrie Light and 
Power Co., the plant which is operated by 
the Westinghouse system of electric lighting 
apparotus, carries off the palm of superior- 
ity in every manner. 

A number of the delegates were inter- 
viewed as to their opinion of the different 

lants and different systems of electric 
ighting in this city, and the trend of all 
their remarks were praise for the Missouri 
plant, praise for the men who run it, and 
praise for the Westinghouse apparatus. 

Mr. K. H. Rollins of Denver sad: That 
visit of the delegates to the different central 
stations demonstrated to every one that the 
Westinghouse apparatus is the best system 
for the operation of electric light stations. 
From a commercial standpoint, as well as 
any other, its superiority became paramount 
to every one makinga comparison of the 
different stations last night.“ 

Mr. T. Carpenter Smith of Philadelphia: 
The Missouri Electric Light and Power Co. 
has one of the finest central station plants in 
this country; it is simply perfection, and 
while the management of the com- 
pany deserves great credit for the manner 
in which they operate their plant it must 
not be forgotten that, were the plant in- 
Stalled withany other than the Westing- 
house alternating current system of electric 
lighting apparatus, the company would not 
be so successful as it 1s.“ 

Mr. G. H. Blaseter, whofas general man- 
ager of one of the largest central station 
plants in this country has had experience 
which entitles his opinion to great weight, 
stated: The Missouri plant is to my mind the 
best in this city and that this is owing to the 
excellence of the Westinghouse system, by 
—— the plant is operated, goes without 
saying. 

Mr. David Hunter, the Superintendent of

CANADA’S TARIFF. 


The Long Battle Ended in Defeat for the 
Reforms of the Schedule. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 1.—The great bat- 
tle for tariff reform, which has been raging 
in Parliament, has closed. 

Wilfred Laurier, Liberal leader, delivered 
an effective speech last night. He declared 
the policy of protection adopted by the pres- 
ent Government was responsible for the 
enormous depreciation of land value and the 
exodus of thousands of Canadians to the 
United States. He declared boldly for unre- 
stricted reciprocity with the United States 
and for revenue reform. 

Mr. Foster, Minister of Finance, replied on 
behalf of the Government. He said reci- 
procity meant assimilation of tariffs, and 
such a policy Canadians would not accept 
because it meant ultimate political union 
with the United States. The Government 
favored closer trade relations, but would 
never agree to a bargain which meant sub- 
stitution of the American for the British flag.

THE STONE BILL : 

In reconsidering and passing the Stone 
street improvement bill the House at Jef- 
ferson City has formally notified the city 
of St. Louis that the powers of local self- 
government conferred upon her people by 
charter are to be revoked as often as any 
powerful local interest wants favors con- 
ferred by special legislation at Jefferson 
City, which cannot be obtained from the 
people of St. Louis or with their eonsent. 

This act is a formal notice that the city 
charter and the restriction which the State 
Constitution imposes on special legislation 
can be easily evaded by the simple device 
of making each special enactment a general 
law applicable to ‘‘all cities having over 
800,000 inhabitants, when St. Louis is 
the only city that has so many. 

The avowed reason for asking the Legis- 
lature to take the work of making this 
important change in our charter out of the 
hands of our people, was the conceded fact 
that the people of St. Louis would most 
assuredly refuse to consent to any such 
change. That was the very reason why 
the Legislature should have rejected the 
bill. 

The passage is apparently an attempt to 
nullify not only the safeguards of our city 
charter but the clause of the Constitution 
against the taking of private property for 
public use without just compensation. 
The 25 per cent limit was probably too 
low, butto authorize the assessment of 
abutting property to the fall limit of its 
value is downright confiscation. 

This puts it in the power of any ring of 
speculators and contractors, with the con- 
sent of the Board of Public Improvements 
and the Council, to revel in jobs that are 
ruinous to thousands of poor men who are 
strugglipg hard to pay for their encum- 
bered homes—men who have gone out into 
the cheap lot districts and bought and 
improved under the protection of 
the 25 per cent limit. Perhaps 
the Board of Public Improvements and the 
Council will still afford them just pro- 
tection. But it will nottake many cases 
of confiscation and expulsion to discour- 
age thousands of humble home-seekers 
and drive theirearnings out of the real 
estate market. 

Unless the authority conferred by the 
bill is very carefully and justly adminis- 
tered it will bea worse obstacle to the 
march of improvement than the25 per cent 


limit ever was.

ERMINE AND CROWN. 

Dangerous to constitutional rights and 
inimical to the principles of local self- 
government embodied in our form of gov- 
ernment as the usurpation of the Federal 
judiciary to which Gov. Stone has called 
attention is, it does not compare in men- 
ace to the liberties of the people with the 
usurpation of political power accomplished 
by the Kansas Supreme Court in determin- 
ing the question of legality between the 
two contending Houses of the Legislature. 

The Populists are right in denouncing 
this judicial act as one performed in ‘‘utter 
disregard of all precedent and all authority 
under the Constitution, and which 
is not merely illegal and void for want of 
jurisdiction, but which is in nature 
and tendency destructive of all govern- 
ment by the people. They are right in 
declaring that the judges exercised 
„powers usurped by them and in direct 
violation of the fundamental principle of 
government.’’ 

One of the chief safeguards of our liber- 
ties is the supremacy in their respective 
spheres of the Executive, Legislative and 
Judicial Departments. If any depart- 
ment can exercise the powers of the other 
that department is supreme and can arro- 
gate to itself all the powers of 
the Government. If the Supreme Court of 
the nation or of any State can determine 
the election of the members of the Legis- 
lature it can determine who shall be legis- 
lators and is therefore not only the inter- 
preter but practically the framer of the 
laws. If legislatures are not the sole 
judges of the election of their mem- 
bers they hold no power from the 
people not subordinated to another. 
It is needless to dwell upon the 
logical consequences of the adoption 
by the courts and the acceptance by the 
people of the precedent of this Kansas 
court or to show how utterly violative of 
constitutional rights and safeguards such 
usurpation is. The view that the courts 
have no right to decide political questions 
or interfere in that domain with the pow- 
ers of the executive and legislative 
branches is sustained by the highest wis- 
dom of judges and statesmen. _ 

The Populists proclaim that in submit- 
ting to this wrong they yield not one whit 
of theiropinion as to its character, but 
merely accept its humiliating conditions 
in preference to a regort to violence. They 
have shown a commendable spirit in ap- 
pealing from foros to the popular jury, but 
the solid . foundation of tional:

At the afternoon session of the Tore will 
contest case yesterday Dr. J. K. Bauduy 
was put on the stand as an expert and a 
hypothetical case was put to him 
based on the facts developed 
during {the progress {of the trial, bearing 
upon the conduct and actions of Capt. Yore. 
It took Mr. J. D. Johnson about twenty 
minutes to read it, and at the conclusion Mr. 
J. C. Jones objected to it, and the Court sas- 
tained the objection onthe ground that it 
asked forthe mental condition of the testa- 
tor subsequent to the date of making the 
will. 

Mr. Johnson then put the same question 
limiting the facts to May 11, 1889, the date of 
making the will. Mr. Jones again objected, 
and Judge Klein overruled the objection. 
Then Mr. Jones arose and said that if such 
questions were allowed to be put and an-

swered in such cases as the present 
it would not be difficult to 
obtain witnesses to come into 


court and swear awa the sanity of every 
testator that ever madea will. He further 
said he was surprised to see the Court change 
its ruling. The Court here interrupted him 
and said that there had been no change in 
the ruling—the Court had been consistent 
throughout. 

Mr. Jones then sald that he insisted upon 
the counsel putting the question again. 

»The counsel won't do it, said Mr. John- 
son. 

I’m not talking to you.“ said Mr. Jones. 1 
am asking the Court to compel counsel to re- 
peat the question.’’ 

„Well, the counsel will refuse to do it,“ 
again replied Mr. Johnson. 

The result was the stenographer waded 
through the question again, and Dr. Bauduy 
answered it by saying that he was positive 
the man was of unsound mind. He then 
gave his reasons for his opinion. 

On cross-examination Mr, Jones asked the 
doctor questions reflect ing on the witness. The 
questions were ruled out and Mr. Jones in ex- 
plaining why he asked them made some other 
statements which angered the physician very 
much. 

When the doctor left the witness stand he 
muttered something to Mr. Jones, which 
was evidentiy not very complimentary, for 
when court adjourned Mr. Jones remarked 
that Dr. Bauduy Hed. Thereupon the 
doughty physician made a break for the at- 
torney and struck at him. Col. Mansfield, who 
chanced to be in the room, got between the 
medicine and the law and told them they 
must go outside if they wanted to scrap. He 
then induced Dr. Bauduy to put on his over- 
coat and leave the court - room. 

DR. FRY RETORTS. 

This morning the first witness placed on 
the stand wasDr. F. Fry. The same 
hypothetical case was put to him and the 
doctor said that Capt. Tore must have been 
ofunsound mind. Healso gave voluminous 
reasons. On cross examination Mr. Jones 
asked him questions similar to those put to 
Dr. Bauduy. 

The doctor made a reply which contained 
an insinuation. 

The jurors smiled and the doctor was 
allowed to retire from the stand after a few 
more questions. This closed the case for the 
plaintiffs, and Mr. Jones then made a state- 
ment showing what the defense expected to 
prove.

The bill was warmly cham- 
pioned by Bond, Drabelle and Tatum of St. 
Louis and other members hailing from the 
country while Senator stone the author of 
the bill and a small army of lobbyists worked 
their way from desk to desk asking support. 
Yet the bill was voted down receiving but 60 
votes while 71 were necessary to pass it. 

THE MOMENTOUS CHANGE. 

**The momentous change of sentiment’’ as 
Representative Russell of Crawford County 
put it developed between noon when the 
dinner recess was taken and 3 o’clock 
when the motion to reconsider was made. 
The agents of the Asphalt Oo., led by Hugh 
McGowan of Kansas City and other lobby - 
ists effective in their way, got in their work 
in the meantime. They secured through the 
agency of clerks copies of the official roll 
call and the morning vote and went to work 
to get the dissenters. 

Amelung, who made the appeal for the 
defeat of the billin the forenoon, was easily 
won over and so was Maune of St. Louis, 
who had also opposed the bill on 
the ground that it was unjust to many of the 
poorer holders of realty in st. Louis. Others 
were secured and when the measure was 
called up in the afternoon for reconsidera- 
tlon everything was in readiness for the most 
amazing flop of sentiment of the session. 

Drabelle of St. Louis, the most pronounced 
of allthe supporters of the measure in the 
House was in the chairand he seemed in a 
terrific hurry to geteverything else out of the 
way. Whenthe reconsideration motion was 
called up, Bond of St. Louls, who had changed 
his vote from aye to nay to movea reconsid- 
eration wanted toexplain but Drabelle was 
in haste and no explanation was made. 

AMELUNG SURPRISED THEM. 

The roll was called and to the surprise of 
ali but the posted, Amelung voted aye with 
the explanation that he had changed his 
opinion. County members were aghast and 
wondered how a man could almost shed tears 
opposing a bill at 11 a. m., and vote for it 
smilingly at 83 p. m., on one and the same 
day. The roli-call went on and county mem- 
bers who had been induced to vote against 
the bill by Amelung’s appeal in the forenoon 
voted as he did in the afternoon. Maune also 
changed his vote from no to aye, 
but Kalbfell and Robyn ot the 
St. Louis delegation held out and voted on 
the negativeas they did in the forenoon. 
The result of the vote was 87 to 24 which 
passed the bili.

RUSSELL’S EXPLANATION. 

Russell of Crawford County created a sen- 
sation during the roll cali by a speech full of 
I In the forenoon at the request 
of Amelung and other St. Louisans opposed 
to the bill, he made a speech against its 
passage and even charged it was an ‘‘out- 
rageous scheme’’ to plunder the poor for the 
benefit of the contractors and real estate 
speculators. When his name was called in 
the afternoon he jumped to his feet ex- 
eitediy and at the top of his lungs asked the 
privilege of explaining his vote. He wore 
an expression of disgust. His explanation, 
which created a decided stir, was as follows: 

„Mr. Speaker: I desire to explain my vote. 
Topposed this bill this morning because I 
thouxht the principle wrong and still think 
so. Since that time I heard a gentleman—a 
member of this House—say that a friend of 
his whois connected withthe Asphalt Pav- 
ing Co., approached him and asked him to 
support the bill, as it was his measure. This 
gentleman said the principle of the bill was 
wrong but he was under personal obligations 
to vote for it. I still think the measure 
wrong, but as the members of this House 
— te have experienced a singular change 
of heart since morning and desire this bill 
— 2 pass. am willing they shall be grati- 
fied, and accordingly vote aye. 

Enough votes had been recorded for the 
bill to pass it before Russell’s name was 
reached. 

‘WHY IT SUITED AMELUNG. 

After his speech he was asked to name the 
member, but he refused todoso. Amelung’s 
only explanation was that the bill suited 
him, inasmuch as it nad been amended so 
as not to relieve the street ratiroad com- 
panies of their obligations to pay for all im- 

voments between their rails. 

Maune would not say that Russell's re- 
marke had anyreference to his change of 
sentiment, though it was reported that he 
was the member referred to by the member 
from Crawford.

PENITENTIARY CHAPLAIN. 

One of the best debates of the session was 
listened to in the Senate yesterday after - 
noon. It was on Senator Basket’s bill creat- 
ing the office of permanent chaplain for the 
ay ef atasalary of $1,200 per year. 

he bill was vigorously Opposed by Senators 
Stephens, Sebree, Harrison and Newberry. 

Senator Walker, in a sharp, logical speech, 
made an eloquent plea for the convicts. 
He read from the Warden’s report 
showing that there were 1,100 convicts 
behind the walls who could read and write, 
and that as many were not attached to any 
church orcreed. He reasoned that some- 
thing should be done for the convicts, that 
it was only a matter of right and justice. 
They should not, he reasoned, be deprived of 
the teachings of Christianity. 

Senator Burks followed with the speech of 
hig Senatorial career forthe bill, and made 
a strong impression. Senators McGinnis 
and Basket followed in favor of the Dill, 
and on a roll call it was sent 
to engrossment by a vote of 
18 to 14. It will be called up in a day or two 
for passage. 

EXTENDING POWER OF JURIES. 

Representative Russell’s bill giving juries 
in murder casesthe right to decide whether 
the punishment should be death or life im- 
prisonment was taken up and passed to-day. 
A bill similar to this was killed in the Senate 
several weeks ago. 

The beer inspection bill has been ordered to 
engrossmentin the House. This is Repre- 
sentative Nolan’s measure, and it provides 
for inspectors for St. Louls, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph.
